Nanking will really ‘support him. 


Meanwhile, it is indicated that certain pro-Japanese factions _ 
close to General Sung, are pressing him to “localise” the Lukouchiao 
incident and prevent real resistance by confusing the issue, to a 
sufficient extent to allow that they, and the Japanese, will eventually 


eontrol the Hopei-Charhar area. 


Chinese and foreign circles all admit their nervousness, despite 

‘the outward peace. They are disturbed. by the circulation of the 
- wildest rumours in years. Responsible Chinese authorities, however, 
deny the rumour of an agreement having already been reached in 


Tienstin. 

They place no credence in reports that General Sung 
and his colleagues have agreed to the withdrawal of the 
29th Army to Paoting, the reorganisation of the Hopei- 
Charhar Political Council, the demilitarisation of the 

’ Peiping-Tientsin railway area. : 

_ , dapanese say they are not interested in such trifles. 
They are only waiting to see if Nanking troops advance 
northward, in which event there will be a real war. 


A Hopei-Chahar Political Council spokesman denies there 
has been any change in the administration of martial law. It 
was suggested yesterday that the Pacification Corps would take 
over this duty from the 29th Army. A tour of the city seems 
to confirm the spokesman’s denial. - : 


Chinese newspapers state that the demands by Japanese 
that the Peace Preservation Corps handle martial law adminis- 
tration, that the 29th Army troops be removed from the walls 
‘of Peiping and that.the gates of the city remain open all day 
long, have all been refused.—United Presa.

After .some hours of frantio 
rescue work It was officially an- 
nounced ‘¢hat casualiles weres 20 
dead and 12 seriously Injured. ° 
There were 203 men worlcnig in the 

mine when o terrific blast occurred. 

One of the resctied miners said most 
of the men were crushed to death 
by falling debris or by being hurled 
against the rock walls of the tunnels.

All winter arms remain hidden 
from the public gaze under our 
sleeves, unti] we go to a dance, ‘Then 
they are hastily covered in’ liquid 
powder and cveryone hopes for.the 
best.

Remember, also, that sleeves can 
be used with cunning and imagination 
lo cover up arms that are not too 
slender, Have raglan or dolman 
sleeves on your frocks, ar set them 
in ‘at a low. shoulder-line, keeping 
them always rather full, 

- Too slender arms are another 
sensitive point, Here, again, almond 
oll come Into Its own, as it builds up 
underlying tissues and fills out lost 
curves, Sleeves will disguise thin 
hollows, particularly puff ones, and 
there are {nnumerable others to cover 
up deficiencies. 

It is cheering to Iknow that all 
houschold dutles are excellent for the 
arm muscles, toning down fat arms 
and building up thin ones, in fact, 
Renerally balancing things evenly,

VEE summer season is producing Its 
i usual harvest of spots and stains. 
What with fruit and cream, and “long” 
drinks, there 1s soon a crop of these 
distressing marks awaiting attention, 


First ald should be rendered at 
once. If you put off operations, the 
ntnin will develop the obstinacy, of 
m mule, utterly refusing to move. 


Fruit stain on linen can be re- 
moved by holding the stained part 
over a basin and pouring. through it 
‘boiling water, This at once locates 
Yhe stain, and to your relief the ugly 
brown marks disappear completely. 
‘Never use soap at first, and avoid 
4tetting the stain dry on, or it will 
be twice as difficult to remove. : 


For less hardy fabrics, sponge with 
warm water, except coloured mater- 
Yals, which should be sponged with 
spirits of wine containing a few 
drops of ammonia. Glycerine is 
nlso quite safe to use. Rub the stain 
wwently and then rinse in lukewarm 
water.

Paint stains are usually more pro- 
lific in summer than winter. Use 
turpentine and ammonia in equal 
parts, rubbing it-on very gently. 
Then shampoo the marks with warm 
water and pure soap, afterwards 
rinsing carefully. When taking ‘a 
stain from a coloured fabric, moisten 
first witha little oll, and then ree 
move with turpentine or ether.

NAVAL. BASES IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 
ITALIAN OFFICER'S 

ANALYSIS 
VALUE OF GREECE AS 
: AN ALLY 


By HECKOR C. BYWATER 


; London, July. 1. 
Outspoken comments on the pre~ 
sent-day strategical situation in the 
Mediterranean ‘are mode by an 
Ttollan naval oMcer, Signor Flora- 
vanzo, in a. newly published ‘book 
on the world’s naval bases, 


In his view France occuples 4 com- 
manding position In the western 
-basln of the Mediterrancan, 


Britain stands sentry over the 
_ Western and eastern gateways— 
Gtbraltar ond Suez-Halfa—but her 
position In the central Medlterrancan 
is jeonurdised by the Insecurity of 
alta, 


He considers Italy to be the 
strongest factor in the central basin, 
besides being more powerful than 
France or Britain in the enstern scc- 
tor. Moreover, thanks. to her Sar- 
dinian bases, she could exert strong 
pressure in the western area. He 
adds: “If Italy possessed air 
supremacy she would be mistress of 
the entlre Mediterranean." 

Of Spain. the author writes: 
“From the naval and strategic point 
of view this country occupies a key 
position. An alllance with Spain 
which gave her allies the use of 
Spanish bases would be of supreme 


_ importance to any one of the three 
Powers,” 


AEGEAN ISLANDS - 


Turning to Greece he finds that 
her bases at Snlamis and Salonika, 
together with the numerous‘ anchor- 
ages ond hiding places among the 
Acgean Islands, constitute a strategic 
network of great value for all opera- 
Hons In the enstern Mediterranean. 

“An. Italo-Grecian alliance would 
be advantageous to Italy in the 
defensive sense. On the other hand, 
any grouping of Powers which Have 
Britaln and France the use of’ the 
Greclan bases would mean the com- 
viete strangulation of Italy.” 

Slgnor Fioravanzo considers the 
Indian Ocean to be “a purely British 
sea,” dominated by Simonstown, 
South Africa, Aden, Karachi, Singa- 
pore and the Australian bases, 

He holds the Italian bases of 
Massawa and Assab to be relatively 
unimportant, as they are situated in 
the Red Sea and not directly in the 
Indian Ocean, 

He concludes his study os follows: 
“As the Mediterrancan is the only 
sga which unltes three continents, it 
is the theatre of countless confilcting 
interests, As such it may become 
the setting for the last act of a final 

-Sottlement.” fae 2

At least four people—three women and one man— 


James Mackenzie} were killed and 30 injured when a Southern Railway 
express from Ashford, Kent, 


to Victoria, ran into a 


dead-end siding at Swanley Junction at 11.20 last night.. 


The ‘first two coaches 


of the train, which was 


travelling at 50 m.p.h. were telescoped and the lines were 


strewn with wreckage. ° 


The train carried 300 passengers, many of whom 
were hikers or members of picnic and holidaymaking 


parties. 


Swanley police sent out an urgent call for assistance. 


‘Ambulances were despatched. from Dartford, 
five miles away, and Farningham, two miles away. 
Fire engines were summoned and breakdown gangs 


sent from London. 


Early this morning it was stated that cight of the 
injured had been taken to the County Hospital, Dartford, 


all with serious injuries. 


Uninjured passengers were brought to London by 
special train and by ’buses from the Swanley ‘garage. 
Drivers and conductors were roused from their beds to 


drive them.

MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN CRUSHED 


Swanley, 
With a crash which awakened re- 
sidents over a wide area, the 9.39 
p.m. express from Ashford, Kent, to 


Victoria, crashed into a siding here; 


at 11.20 last night. 


Tho first two coaches of the train 
were telescoped. Wreckage was 
strewn over a wide area. 


The train, which was.crowded with 
passengers, many of whom had been 
spending the day hiking and picnick- 
Ing in the country, should have passed 
through Swanley. Owlng to some 
mishap, at present unexplained, it be- 
came diverted ta the siding. 


The engine crashed at a speed of 
40 miles an hour inlo the stop- 
block at the end of the siding, The 
two following coaches were tele- 
scoped, crushing men, women and 
children. 


Dr. Dawson Crawford and his son, 
who practise In Swanley, were among 
the first at the scene. Assisted by 
firemen and platelayers from the 
station, they hacked thelr way 
through the sides and roofs of the 
telescoped carriages to reach the dead 
and injured. 


Mr. Robert Daniels, who also lites 
mear the scene, said that In tho 
coach Immediately behind the two 
thot were telescoped a baby girl was 
found, playlng and laughing in the 
confusion all. around her. 2 


In response to an urgent S OS from 
the Swanley police umbulances were 
sent {rom Dartford, five miles away, 
and Farningham, two miles sway. 
Early this morning more than 12 
serlously injured had been removed. 
Others, with minor injuries, were 
treated on the spot. 


Firemen from local statlons assisted 
in the rescue work, 

Passengers from the undamaged 
coaches alighted. Many of them were 
taken to their homes in specially char- 
tered "buses. Drivers and conductors 


-Jattached to the Swanley London 


Transport garage were wakened to 
drive them. ¢ 

The bodies of the dead—three 
women and one man—were recovered 
from the leading coach. All had been 
killed instantly. They were taken to 
Swanley mortuary, ; 

Breakdown gangs were. sent ‘from 
London with oxy-acetyleno metal- 
cutters, Ughts and other equipment to 
assist in the rescue work and. the 
clearing of the line. A Southern Rall- 


“| way official stated that there would 


be no interference with trafic. 


- The wreckage presented a spectacle | ta! 


of the utmost confusion.: The engine 
was embedded In the high bank of the 
siding. The tender. had been reduced 
to scrap metal. ;The roof of the first 
coach cut into the second coach and 
both were reduced to splintered wood 
and twisted metal: -

carrying some 300 passengers, of whom 
about 60 were in the two shattered 
coaches. .

Three persons were standing on 
platform at time of accident—Mr. D. 
Murphy and Mr, P. Muir, of Pimlico, 
and Mr. E. Humphreys. The latter 
sald: 


“The train passed through the 
station at between 50 and 60 miles 
an hour, Then ft stopped abruptly. 
There was a flash, but surprisingly 
little noise, The front part of the 
train reared up Into the air, then 
collapsed.” 


In front of the stop-block was a 
londed coal truck. The engine and 
tender crashed through this and the 
buffers and damaged = an electrical 
transformer standing in a railed-off 
enclosure. 


The station staff at Swanley Junc- 
tion who are not normally on duty so 
late on uw Sunday night were quickly 
summoned, and the parcels office was 
turned into a cavsunity station. The 
dead are still lying in the parcels office 
and will be taken to the local 
mortuary late in the morning. 


All were searched for evidence of 
identification, but none was found, 
and they had not been identified at 
3 a.m A 


The train connects with the South 
Coast return express, and many of 
the passengers were.cxcursionists who 
had spent the day at Folkestone and 
other South Coast resorts. 

Although the engine was smashed 
and the tender crushed, the driver 
and the Areman escaped with minor 
Injuries. : 

The boiler of the engine was broken 
and bolling water and steam burst 
forth, scalding the driver on the arms 
and body. 

The fireman was on the footplate 
near the side of the traln which struck 
the bank. Just before the impact he 
throw himself out of the cab and 
landed in the bushes. 

The electricity supply was imme- 
diately cut off by officials, and traffic 
was temporarily disorganised, but as 
the accldent occurred on a siding the 
main line was affected only for a very 
short while. 

Southern Rallway officials came 
from London carly this morning to 
survey the accident and took state- 
ments from the guard, driver and fire- 
man. ; :

Eden Answers Attack 


. London, July 15: 

Opening the debate on proposals 
for provisional recognition of belli- 
nerent rights for both Loyalist and 
Insurgent sides in Spain, in the House 
of Commons to-day, Mr. C. R. Attlee, 
Labour leader, condenined the Bri- 
tish non-intervention policy as “un- 
just, ill-conceived and dangerous.” 
The Government, he said, was always 
tenderest with anything concerning 
the Insurgent leader, General 
Franco, ° 

“What's the reason . for granting 
belligerent rights except a desire to 
please Hitler and = Mussolini?” he 
demanded, “As far as f can see 
Mussolini Is-out to malce the Mediter- 
ranean on Malian lake.” 

Mr. Anthony Exlen, the Foreign 
Secretary, angrily retorted, 

“The attitude of the Lubour Party 
is without precedent," he declared. 
“They have done a disservice to their 
cause throughout the nation and a 
disservice to the cause of peace. 

“At a critical point in European 
history, when the Government Is 
working in collaboration with every 
nation, all the Opposition ts doing is 
to make its task as hard os possible,” 

Lobourites are accusing the Gov- 
ernment of failing to protect British 
merchantmen. There were cries of 
shame when Colonel John Llewelyn 
sald he regretted he had no know- 
Iedge of the whereabouts of a re- 
cently urrested British ship.—United

Urges Withdrawal 


London, July 15. 

Mr. Clement R. Attlee, Labour 
Opposition leader, requested Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Forelgn Secretary, to 
withdraw his proposal to. be 
submitted to the Non-Intervention 
Committee to-morrow that recogni- 
tion be granted to General Francisco 
Franco as a belligerent. Mr. Eden 
also proposes to grant stmultancously 
veNigerent rights to the Spanish 
Loyalists. Mr, Attlce sald no such 
move should be made until after the 
complete - withdrawal: of forelg 
volunteers in Spain. 
be seen whether Gencral Franco en- 
joys the support of a substantlal part 
of the Spanish people, Mr. Attlee told 
the House of Commons.

STOLEN TIMBER 
POSSESSION 


SENTENCES REDUCED 
ON APPEAL 


An eloquent submission by the 
Hon, Mr. M. K. Lo led to a reduc- 
tion of the sentence Imposed by Mr. 
K. Keen, the Magistrate, for unlaw- 
ful possesslon of tree wood, when 
jn appeal against sentence was heard 
bv the Acting Chief Justice, Hon. 
Mr. C. G. Alnbuster, «.c., yesterday. 


» Respondents’ appellants were Fang 
Mul, Leung Ho, Hut San, Li Ng, Li 
Mui, Chan San, Hut On. and Li 
Chan, and the plaintiff respondents 
were Rexby P. C. Grigg and P. C. 
Hemid-Khan. Mr, G..Whyatt, Acting 
Crown Solicitor, appeared for the 
Crown. : 


The Hon. Mr. Lo said his clients 
pleaded guilty to joint possession of 
240 catties of tree wood in the 
vicinity of Robinson Road on June 
80, They were brought before the 
Magistrate on July 3 and were each 
fined $50, with the alternative of 
six weeks’ imprisonment, At " pre- 
sent they were serving thelr sen- 
tence. 


It was estimated that at the pre- 
sent market value, cach woman had 
possession of 27 to 30 cents worth 
of firewood, though the Crown put 
the valuation as high Ay 

es of the women ranged from 
30 to o38; four were widows and 
four were married, but there was 
nothing on the depositions to show 
that the Magistrate took considera- 
tlon of this, or asked whether there 
were previous. convictions; nor did 
he consider thelP home surround- 
ings, and who would be affected by 
the imprisonment, for a first offence. 

“L will not mince matters, but I 
will say that a fine of $50 on cach 
of these unfortunate women means 
imprisonment without the option— 
and such a fine is a shame and 
mockery,” declared Mr. Lo. 


Prevalence of Crime 


Mr. Lo said that in the fow 
volumes of authorities he had looked 
over, some scores of cascs had been 
dealt with by the Court of Criminal 
Appeal In England by substantial 
reductions of sentence -on the 
grounds that, the original punishment 
was too severe. It was o principle 
of this Court that it did not make 
slight reductions but acted only in 
cases of a clear’ injustice. The sen- 
tence: imposed must ‘bear some re- 
lation to the Intrinsic nature of the 
crime. He had'no doubt that his 
friend would ralse the point of the 
prevalence of crime irequiring o de- 
terrent: sentence, but an eminent 
judge had laid it down that a con- 
victed person could nét be acntenced 
to pay 
people who had not been caught. 

Mr. Lo quoted cases reported in 
the South China Morning Post, which 
showed that similar offenders ‘had 
been. more Ieniently ‘dealt with, ho 
submitted,’ and: asked “as carnestly

Increase of Offence

sons of 112, 62 and 36 catties cach, 


On the point that the sentence was 
manifestly unfair, Counsel quoted an 
appeal judge as saying that the pre- 
mee of o particular crimc in a 
particular nelghbourhood was justl- 
fication for an increase of sentence. 
As regards the prevalence of fores- 
try offences, Mr. Green could sny 
that in his 26 years na hend of the 
Department he had never. known 
offences to be so extensive as they 
were now, and the officials ‘nsked 
the Magistrates to impose heavier 
sentences becouse they could not 
keep down the offences themselves.

REMOVING.

STAINS 


Hints 


HE summer season is producing its 
usual harvest of spots and stains. 
What with fruit and cream, and “long” 
drinks, there is soon a crop of these 
distressing marks awaiting attention. 


First ald should be rendered at 
once. If you put off operations, the 
tain will develop the obstinacy of 
ta mule, utterly refusing to move. 


Fruit stain on linen can be re- 
moved by holding the stained part 
cover a basin and pouring through it 
‘boiling water. This at once locates 
Yhe stain, und to your relicf the ugly 
brown marks disnppear completely. 
‘Never use soap at first, and avoid 
letting the stain dry on,.or If will 
be twice as dificult to remove. 


For less hardy fabrics, sponge with 

warm water, except coloured mater- 
jals, which should be’ sponged with 
spirits of wine containing a few 
drops. of ammonia. Glycerine is 
ulso quite safe to use. Rub the stain 
gently and then rinse in lukewarm 
water, 
! YT once removed a fruit stain from 
n coloured frock by sponging with 
n ittle cold water in which an 
aspirin tablet: had been dissolved— 
tan astonishing remedy but quite 
effective. 

Grass staind can be banished by 
soaking well in warm milk or lemon 
juice and washing in the usual way. 
If they collect on cream flannels, 
use powdered magnesia. Rub the 
powder on with o soft flannel and 
Neave it.to do Its work all night.

Obstinate Stains 


Tar stains are really worrying. 
Cover with lard, and scrape off as 
Lmuch of the tar as possible, then 
sonk the part in turpentine. If this 
docsn't do the trick, boll the garment 
in water to which salt and Iemen 
rinds have been added. Petrol also. 
scores Q smull success with the tar 
mennce on non-washable materials. 
But plense use !t outside for safcty’s 
sake. 


Sea water stains on materials 
nvhich are not washable, may be 
rubbed with vinegar, using a piece 
of the same material. When brown 
shocs are-stalned with sea water, 
frub them over with o duster dipped 
in hot milk, in which a small lump 
of washing soda has been dissolved. 
Paint stains are usually more pro- 
lific in summer than winter. Use 
turpentine -and ammonia In equal 
parts, rubbing it on very gently. 
Then shampoo the marks with warm 
water and pure soap, afterwards 
rinsing carefully. When taking a 
stain from: a coloured fabric, moisten 
first with n ttle oll, and then re- 
move with turpentine or ether.

2 COACHES TELESCOPED 


AT 50 


M.P.H. 


London, July 1. 


At least four people—three women and one man— 


were killed and 30 injured when a Southern Railway 


express from Ashford, Kent, 


to Victoria, ran into a 


dead-end siding at Swanley Junction at 11.20 last night. 


The first two coaches 


of the train, which was 


travelling at 50 m.p.h. were telescoped and the lines were 


strewn with wreckage. 


The train carried 300 passengers, 


many of whom 


were hikers or members of picnic and holidaymaking 


parties. : 


Swanley police sent out an urgent call for assistance. 

Ambulances were despatched from Dartford, 
five miles away, and .Farningham, two miles away. 
Fire engines were summoned and breakdown gangs 


sent from London. 


Early this morning it was stated that eight of the 
injured had been taken to the County Hospital, Dartford, 


all with serious injuries. 


’ Uninjured passengers were brought to London by 
special train and by ’buses from the Swanley garage. 
Drivers and conductors were roused from their beds to 


drive them. 


Up to anearly. hour this morning it had been 
impossible to identify the bodies of the victims. ; 


MEN, WOMEN AND CHILDREN CRUSHED 


Swanley, 
With a crash which awakened re- 
sidents over a wide area, the 9.39 
p.m, express from Ashford, Kent, to 
Victorin, crashed. into ao siding here 
at 11.20 Inst night. | 


Tho first two coaches of the train 
+ Were telescoped. Wreckage was 
strewn over n ‘wide area. 


- Thestrnin, which, was crowded with 
passengers, many of whom had been 
spending the day piking and plenick- 
ing jn the country,¢hould have, passed 
through Swanley. Owing to some 
mishap, at present unexplained, it be- 
enme diverted to the siding. 


The engine crashed at a speed of 
40 miles on hour into the stop- 
block at the end of tho siding. The 
{wo followlng coaches were tele- 
scoped, crushing men, women and 
children. . 


Dr. Dawson Crawford and his son, 
who practise In Swanley, were among 
the first at the scene. Assisted by 
firemen and platclayers from the 
statlon, they hacked their way 
through the sides and roofs of the 
telescoped carriages to reach the dead 
and injured. 


Mr. Robert Daniels, who also Ives 
near the scene, sald that in the 
coach immediately behind the two 
that were telescoped a baby girl was 
found, playing and laughing in the 
confusion all around her. : 


In response to an urgent S O S from 
the Swanley pollce umbulanees were 
sent from Dartford, five miles away, 
ond Farningham, two miles away. 
Early this morning more than 12 
seriously Injured had been removed. 
Others, with minor injuries, were 
treated on.the spot. 


Firemen from local statlons assisted 
in the rescue worl. 

Passengers from the undamaged 
coaches alighted. Many of them were 
taken to thelr homes In spectally chore 
tered 'buses.. Drivers and conductors 
attached to the Swanley London 
Transport garage were wakened to 
drive them. : 

The bodies of the dead—three 
women and one man—were recovered 
from the lending coach.. All had been 
killed instantly. They were taken to 
Swanley mortuary. 

Breakdown gangs were sent from 
London with oxy-acetylene metal- 
cutters, lights and other equipment to 
assist in the rescue work and the 
clearing of the line. A Southern Rail- 
way official stated that there would 
be_no Interference with traffic. 

The wreckage presented a spectacle 
of the utmost confuslon,. The engine 
was embedded in the high bank of the 


-|siding. The tender had been reduced 


to sernp metal. ‘The roof of the first 
coach cut Into the second coach and 
both were reduced to splinteregd wood 
and twisted metal, 0) 00" * 7 

It fs beloved that the traln was 
carrying some 300 passengers, of whom 
about 60 were in the two shattered 
coaches, : 


In the first coach wero a party of 
four women and two children. 
Three of the women were killed, 
but the fourth and the two children 
who wero asleep at the timo of the 
crash, had remarkable cacapes. 


One child was sleoping on tho side 
farthest from the engine. “When the 
crash came it was flung to the other 
alde Into the lap of a woman who 
was subsequently found dead with 
head Injuries and both legs broken.

Three persons were standing on 
platform at time of accident—Mr. D. 
Murphy ond Mr. P, Muir, of Pimlico, 
and Mr. E. Humphreys. The latter 
suld; : 


‘The train passed through the 
station at between 50 and 60 miles 
an hour, Then {t stopped abruptly. 
There was @ flash, but surprisingly 
Mttle nolse. The front part of the 
train reared up into the air, then 
collapsed,” 


In front of the -stop-block was a 
loaded coal truck, The engine und 
tender crashed through this and the 
buffers and damnoged an electrical 
transformer standing ‘in a railed-off 
enclosure. 


The station staff at Swanley Junc- 
tlon who are not nurmally on duty 50 
Tate on a Sunday night were quickly 
summoned, and the parcels office was 
turned Into a causunlty station. The 
dead are still lying in the parcels office 
and will be taken to the local 
mortuary lute in the morning. 


All were searched for evidence of 
identification, but none was found, 
and they had not been Identlfed at 
<2 om. 

The train connects with the South 
Coast return express, und many of 
the passengers were excurslonists who 
had spent the day at Folkestone and 
other South Coast resorts, 

Although the engine was smashed 
and the tender crushed, the driver 
and the fireman escuped with minor 
Injuries, 

The boiler of the engine was broken 
and boillng water and steam burst 
forth, sealding the driver on the arms 
and body. 

The fireman was on the footplute 
near the side of the train which struck 
the bank. Just before the impact he 
threw himself’ out of the cab and 
landed In the bushes. 

The electricity supply was imme- 
diately cut off by officials, and trac 
was temporarlly disorganised, but as 
the accident occurred on a siding the 
main Ine was affected only for a very 
short while, 

Southern Rallway  officlals came 
from London carly this morning to 
survey the accident and took state- 
ments from the guard, driver and flre~ 
man,

BRITAIN'S PEACE

Reluctantly, but with a view 
to securing full. co-operation 
the Powers for the 
preservation of “non-interven- 
tion, the British Government 
has conceded, in modified 
form, the ‘German and Italian 
proposal for the granting of 
belligerent rights to both sides 
in the Spanish ‘civil war, Coupled 
with this concession is a require- 
ment that the matter of the 
withdrawal of foreign com- 
batants be seriously, tackled. 
This latter issue-has been side- 
stepped for all too long. Britain 
has consistently maintained that 
non-intervention cannot be a 
reality until all foreign volun- 
teers have been withdrawn. 
First reactions from Berlin and 
Rome appear to be a disinclina- 
tion to agree to the granting of 
belligerent rights being made 
conditional on the withdrawal of 
volunteers, it being argued that 
jt would be difficult to ensure 
withdrawal from the Loyalist 
side, The point would seem to 
be conveniently overlooked in 
this connection that the- British 
plan includes the despatch of 
commissions to both sides in the 
civil war for the purpose of 
supervising the withdrawal of 
foreigners. Obviously such com- 
missions would be international 
in character, and there would 
therefore be little ground for 
fearing: that only the Insurgent 
armics would be subjected to the 
withdrawal. measures. The very 
hesitance of Germany and Italy 
to agree to the withdrawal 
proposal raises the suspicion
